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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's statement that the claimed invention 
does not require the presence of erythritol that is mandatory in Murakami is not persuasive because the comprising language of the claims 
is open; further, applicant's argument that the friability of the dosage form cannot be inherent because the claimed dosage form is 
distinguished from the prior art composition is not persuasive because as discussed above, the comprising language of the claims do not 
exclude the presence of erythritol and as such the composition of the prior art is not different and it flows that the friability of the 
composition, which is a property of the composition would be inherent. The rejection under 35 USC 112, 2nd is withdrawn since aerosol 
formulations can be of dry powdered form. 
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
